RESIDENTS from 
small rural Vale 
villages are banding 
together to fight 
planning 
applications to 
build housing on 
greenfield sites. 

Describing the number 
of applications in the 
pipeline as 

“unprecedented and 
disproportionate”, the 
new group, entitled Wale 
Villages Together’, 
includes residents from 
Colwinston, 
Ystradowen, St Nicholas 
and Bonvilston. 

They have been 
formed after digesting 
the implications of 
proposals in the Local 
Development Plan to 
abolish settlement 
boundaries around small 
rural villages. 

Larger communities, 
such as Cowbridge, 
Wenvoe, Llantwit Major 
and Dinas Powys, will 
still have settlement 
boundaries, and so will 
enjoy a degree of 
protection. 

A group spokesman, 
Paul Jeremy, said: “In 
our view, the council is 
already using LDP 
allocated site planning 
consents to maximise 
housing development in 
the rural areas of the 
Vale”. 

He also told The GEM 
that the group agreed 


with many other 
protestors in the Vale 
that the Welsh 

Government was 

insisting on too high a 
housing projection 
figure, and that the Vale 
Council should be 
arguing against this, and 
not trying so hard to 
comply with it. 

However, the group 
think that the critical 
factor shaping the 
quality of life in the rural 
Vale is the future of 
settlement boundaries 
around rural villages, as 
the council is proposing 
to abolish them. 

Mr Jeremy said; “This 
will leave any Vale 
village open to 
significant ‘windfall’ 
developments, whether 
or not it has already 
received a housing 
allocation in the current 
LDP proposals. No 
village is immune from 
such ‘windfall’ pressure. 

“We are currently 
seeing such a windfall 
application in 

Ystradowen to build 25 
houses - in addition to 
the 85 houses proposed 
by the Vale Council in 
the LDP. 

“If this is approved, 
then every Vale village 
faces similar 

applications from 
developers and 

landowners,” he warned.

F ollowing 

the reduction of 
the speed limit 
on the road out of 
Rhoose from 60 to 40 
mph, we now find the 
widening of the path 
from Rhoose to the 
airport appears to 
have made the road 
so dangerous that it 
has been downgraded 
from national speed 
limit (60) to 30 mph. 

This path only goes as 
far as the airport, a huge 
amount of effort and tax 
payers’ money has been 
spent narrowing the road 
to enable the good 
people of Rhoose to 
cycle there.

‘Drip-drip attacks 
on Welsh NHS’ 


Wales has a limited quantity of good agricultural 
land (grades 1-3). The majority of soil in the Vale 
is the Ston Easton Series, a well drained fine-silt- 
clay-loam soil on limestone. 

When other growth factors like altitude, 
topography and rainfall are taken into account these 
soils have the highest potential for food production 
in all of Wales. This area of soil represents less 
than 1 per cent of all Welsh soils. 

Recently released statistics show that in 2013, 
the UK was only 73 per cent self-sufficient in 
indigenously grown food, compared to 84 per cent 
in 1984, and we were only 60 per cent self- 
sufficient in all consumed food against 78 per cent 
in 1984. 

Many of the proposed housing developments in 
the Vale are on green field sites, that would result in 
the loss of these sites forever. There are many

The word ‘reform’ 
itself is, of course, a 
euphemism for 
privatisation, - where 
profits take precedence 
over care.

The English NHS 
shake-up was a three 
billion pound fiasco that 
nobody wanted, and 
nobody voted for.

Remember when we had to 

Dial O for an Operator? 


THE Llanblethian 
WI this month 
welcomed Mrs 
Pamela Rohson, 
whose claim to 
fame is that she 
was a ‘Dial ‘O’ for 
an Operator’ with 
the GPO. 

It sounds like a 
James Bond film, and in 
real terms the revolution 
that has taken place in 
the telephone world 
over the last 50 years is 
just as phenomenal. 

Pamela started work 
for the G.P.O. in 1960 
as a telephone operator, 
at this time, telephones 
were not automated and 
we had to rely on the 
operator. Qualifications 
for the job included a 
clear speaking voice. 

No-one was allowed 
to speak their own 
words - they were 
given a set of phrases to 
cover all situations from 
‘number please’, to 


‘sorry your time is up’. 
We all remember the 
dreaded three minute 
pips to end your call, 
and also the days when 
we shared party lines. 

The first telephone 
exchange opened in 
1876. It was 
Government-owned and 
controlled, which it still 
is. 

The first telephone 
kiosk was designed by 
Giles Gilbert Scott, who 
also designed Battersea 
Power Station and 
Liverpool Anglican 
Cathedral. 

The first subscriber 
call was made by the 
Queen to the Lord 
Provost in Edinburgh in 
1958. The Queen made 
the call from the 
telephone exchange in 
Bristol, some 300 miles 
from Edinburgh. 

1935 hailed the start 
of 999 emergency calls, 
the reason being there 
was a fire in London 
where five women died 


because the lines were 
overloaded and the 
operators were unable 
to get a line out to the 
fire service; 1934 was 
the year when the 
spewing clock was 
introduced. 

The GPO invited 
contestants to apply for 
the voice to record the 
time. It was, in fact, 
won by a Welsh person! 

Kathleen Perrier, 
who was one of the 
world’s greatest 
contraltos, started her 
working life as a GPO

Ms Symone Davies 
and her son, Ethan, and 
daughter, Ffion, will also 
be moving to Town Mill 
Road. After taking a 
look around her new 
property, Ms Davies 
said: “The house is not 
what I expected - it’s far, 
far better. We’re all 
really looking forward to 
moving in now.” 

WWH development 
manager, Jon Harvey, 
said: “WWH is pleased 
to have worked with 
Taylor Wimpey at their 
Town Mill Road 
development. We, and 
our new residents, are 
incredibly pleased with 
the high quality build of 
the properties.” 

Anne Hinchey, chief 
executive of WWH, 
said: “The shortage of 
affordable housing in 
rural areas is at a high, 
with many people being 
priced out of the 
property market in areas 
such as Cowbridge. 

“By working with the 
Vale Council and Taylor 
Wimpey to deliver these 
six new homes, we hope 
to help local people to 
stay in the area near their 
families, friends and 
local services.

FORMER scientist 
Rev Sue Rees has 
been appointed 
priest-in-charge of 
the parishes of 
Pontyclun and 
Talygarn with 
Llanharry. 

In Pontyclun and 
Talygarn, she takes over 
from Rev Grace 
Karamura, who left 
earlier this year after 11 
years’ service and in 
Llanharry she takes over 
from Rev Roger Pitman.

Obituary: 
Anne Robinson, 
Llanmaes 

ON Monday, June 16, over 
300 people attended the 
funeral of Anne Robinson of 
Llanmaes, at St Illtud’s 
Church, Llantwit Major. 

The service was conducted by the 
Rector, Rev Huw Butler, and the 
clergy team. Anne, who died on 
June 4, moved to the Vale of 
Glamorgan with husband Jeffrey, 
following their marriage in 1967. 

Over the next 47 years, she 
quietly dedicated her life to the three 
things that mattered most to her - 
family, church and community. 

Anne was born in Watford in 
1942. The Second World War was 
raging, and her father was an army 
major fighting overseas, first in 
North AMca and then as part of the 
D-Day landings to liberate France. 

She didn’t meet her father until 
she was three years old, and their 
first meeting was a great shock for 
both of them. After the war, the 
family settled in Cheshire, where the 
young Anne Vinall was joined by a 
brother (Paul), a sister (Janice) and a 
menagerie of guinea pigs and cats 
and dogs. 

In 1961, Anne met Jeffrey 
Robinson when both were attending 
teacher training colleges in 
Cheltenham. They hit it off straight 
away. 

Later, on a history trip to 
Germany, Jeff spotted a student 
writing a letter home to Anne and 
realised that if he didn’t ask her out 
quickly, he could miss his 
opportunity. 

However, before he got the 
VQhance, he had a telephone call from 


Anne inviting him to go with her to a 
birthday dinner. They were never 
apart again and, after getting married 
they bought their first house in 
Laburnum Close, Barry. 

Two children followed; Justin in 
1970 and Stuart in 1973, and in 1975 
the family moved to Grange 
Gardens, Llantwit Major. 

In the early 1980s, Anne stood as 
a Conservative candidate and won a 
seat on the town council. Sadly, her 
political career was short lived. 

She had good friends on both 
sides of the political divide and 
would enthusiastically support any 
proposals that made sense to her, 
irrespective of who had proposed 
them. 

When it was explained to her that 
such cross-party support would not 
be tolerated, she declared that this 
was a ridiculous way to get anything 
done. 

Her proudest political 
achievements were getting cats eyes 
placed on the road across Llandow, 
and having railings installed under 
the railway bridge on Llanmaes 
Road to protect pedestrians, 
particularly children walking to and 
from school. 

When another councillor objected 
to the cost, claiming that railings 
weren’t a high priority because no 
one had been injured yet, Anne 
asked if he was prepared to wait 
until someone was. 

She got her way and today, over 
30 years later, the cats eyes and the 
railings are still there, helping to 
keep people safe. 

Anne loved teaching, and taught 
in many primary schools throughout 
the Vale. She also tutored pupils at 
home, helping to identify and 
overcome their learning difficulties 
at a time when they felt that school 
had given up on them. 

Later, she helped set up the parish

office for the newly formed rectorial 
benefice of Llantwit Major, with the 
late Rev David Jenkins. 

She threw herself into this new 
role with her typical enthusiasm and 
became a very efficient 
administrator. Anne loved 
researching, archiving and planning, 
and often surprised people with what 
she was able to achieve - whether it 
was meticulously mapping the 
graves in Llanmaes churchyard, 
building websites, preparing a digital 
archive of marriages and funerals, or 
creating an extensive church data 
base. 

When she wasn’t working, her 
favourite hobbies included singing in 
the Cantorian Illtud choir and 
solving logic problems of such 
fiendish complexity that her family 
joked that she should have worked 
for MI5. 

In 1996, Anne became mother-in- 
law to Helen, a special needs 
primary teacher, which gave them a 
common bond. The following year, 
Anne and Jeff moved to Llanmaes 
and shortly afterwards they became 
devoted grandparents to William and 


Catherine. Following Jeff’s 
retirement as Principal of Colleg 
Gwent in 2004, he and Anne worked 
together to facilitate several 
important projects for the village, 
such as the restorations to St 
Cattwg’s Church and the building of 
a new kitchen extension in the 
village hall. 

Always hospitable, they once 
memorably opened their home to a 
BBC team filming a new comedy 
series at the church, which led to the 
full cast and crew of Gavin and 
Stacey arriving on the doorstep to 
use their bathroom! 

Last September, shortly after 
returning from the annual family 
holiday in Devon, a routine X-ray 
discovered a cancerous tumour in 
one of Anne’s lungs. 

Determined not to let herself 
become defined by this dreadful 
disease, she endured lengthy and 
often gruelling treatment, and was 
thrilled when a new scan in April 
showed that the cancer had gone. 

However, the family’s joy was 
short lived, as Anne’s weakened 
immune system left her prone to 
infection. Hospitalised with 
pneumonia, she fought her way back 
to health, only to fall victim to it 
again. 

She recovered once more, and 
went to the Holme Tower Marie 
Curie Centre in Penarth to rest and 
recuperate. Then, on the very day 
she was due to come home, 
pneumonia suddenly struck again 
and Anne died just a few hours later, 
surrounded by her shocked family. 

Anne’s genuine kindness, inner 
calm, focused determination and 
sense of fun made her utterly 
unforgettable to those fortunate 
enough to know her. A much loved 
sister, wife, mother, aunt, Nana and 
friend, she will be greatly missed. ^

A Barry soldier 
who took part in a 
bike ride from 
Brize Norton in 
Oxfordshire to 
Fontygary Leisure 
Park in the Vale 
late last year has 
helped to raise 
more than £21,000 
for Help for 
Heroes. 

Joe McCann, aged 
32, has a lot to thank 
the charity for because 
he received treatment 
for a spinal injury at its 
rehabilitation complex 
based at Headley Court. 

Joe, a former pupil at 
St Cyres School, told 
The GEM: “Jamie 
Turbull, Stephen 
Hillbeck, Mark Bewick 
and I are all based at 
AMS Squadron, Brize 
Norton, and we decided 
to do a bike ride from 
RAF Brize Norton to 
Rhoose in last year. 

“We completed the 
ride over a four-day 
period stopping off at 
various schools and 
British Legion clubs to 
promote the Help for 
Heroes charity. 

“We also held a black 
tie dinner at the Vale 
Hotel at the end of the 
ride with 100 guests 
present. 

“The reason for doing 
this was that I was 
injured on duty and 
sustained injuries which 
made me unable to 
carry out my career in 
the regiment which I 
had been with for five 
years. 

“I was treated at 
Headley Court for my 


injuries and H4H played 
a huge part in my 
recovery.” 

The GEM covered 
the ride at the time and 
Joe and his fellow 
cyclists endured poor 
weather. 

“The ride was 
demanding for us 
because it was the 
middle of October and 
the weather wasn’t on 
our side.” 

Since the ride, the 
men have continued 
fundraising in a bid to 
break through their 
target figure. 

Joe explained: 
“Through to the middle 
of March this year, we 
continued to raise 
money mainly at Asda 
stores in Swindon, 
Cardiff and Newcastle. 

“We set a target of 
£20,000 and actually 
raised £21,177.” 

The presentation to 
the charity was made at 
the Tower of London 
with General Lord 


Dannatt the president of 
Help for Heroes present. 

Joe added: “I also 
want to thank our 
families and friends for 
their support. 

“Other companies

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

"Welles must follow Gove 
model for education’ 


S OME time ago, I wrote 
about my concerns over 
changes Labour in Cardiff 
Bay were making to the exam 
system in Wales, that bring 
significant risks to pupils, 
teachers and employers. 

The revelation this week that 
independent schools in Wales are 
rejecting the Cardiff Bay model, and are 
to follow the England system, sadly 
underlines my doubts. It raises serious 
questions about the direction of policy 
being pursued by Welsh Labour. 

The background stems from Michael 
Gove’s plan to reintroduce rigour to the 
exam system in England. Erequent re¬ 
sits of in-year modules have been 
removed and more focus is given to the 
exam at the end of the course. 

These changes apply to England only. 
Labour in Cardiff Bay have decided to 
follow a different path for Wales. 

In Wales, there will be new courses in 
English, Welsh and mathematics, 
broadly based on the current GCSE 
structures. 

In England, a new grading system 
will use numbers, instead of letters, and 
coursework is being scrapped for most 
subjects. 

Earlier this week, independent 
schools based in Wales stated that they 
would follow Michael Gove’s model. 
They claim that the Cardiff Bay 
approach “lacks credibility and 
portability”. 

Some state schools are also 
considering following the England 
model for English GCSEs. This also

suggests a lack of confidence among 
teachers, parents and governors locally. 

In fairness to our pupils, we need to 
ensure that the qualifications they 
achieve are recognised across the UK 
and beyond. The risk means they could 
be held back from achieving their full 
potential of the best employment and 
university prospects. 

The Welsh Bacc has been in place for 
many years and was intended to offer 
Welsh pupils an extra broad-based 
qualification to give them an advantage 
for university and employment. Sadly, 
the Baccalaureate version that the 
Cardiff Bay Ministers pursued is not 
recognised by some Oxford, Cambridge 
or Warwick colleges. 

It is difficult to believe that the world- 
renowned International Baccalaureate 
was developed locally at Atlantic 
College in St Donats. Their 


recommendations were rejected by 
Assembly Ministers and our pupils are 
not gaining the edge that they were 
promised. 

Only last week, former Labour 
Secretary of State for Wales, Paul 
Murphy MP expressed his concerns 
about the qualification, over why it is 
failing in helping students get to 
Oxbridge. 

As a parent of a 10-year-old, I am 
desperately concerned about the 
direction of policy. The rejection of 
Wales GCSEs by independent schools 
suggest that the Welsh Bacc failure is 
being repeated. Cardiff Bay ministers 
are risking our children’s qualification 
becoming marginalised with 
qualifications that are not recognised 
universally. 

I hope that local schools will be given 
a choice of which qualifications to 
pursue. 

It is testament to the talent of our 
teachers and work of our pupils that they 
manage to succeed in their 
examinations, when the amount spent on 
their education is so much significantly 
less than for pupils in England. 

Eor my son, and for all pupils and 
parents across Wales, I want future 
Welsh qualifications to be 
internationally recognised - robust, 
rigorous, and include comparable global 
benchmarks, along the Gove model. 

Only then will Wales’ position in the 
PISA education international league 
table be improved. As it stands, 
education in Wales is seen as 43rd out of 
65 countries. All other nations across 
the UK scored better.

The dog was found 
by caring resident 
Glenda Jenkins, who 
took it to the animal 
health centre in 
Boverton. 

The dog was found 
to have developed a 
skin condition due to 
being exposed to the 
sun for too long, but 
after a few days’ 
treatment is said to be 
“markedly better”.

People are therefore 
advised not to wash raw 
chicken before cooking 
it.

HSE’s investigation found that Mr Gore had not 
been given training in the safe erection or 
dismantling of scaffolding. 

Mills Scaffold Company Ltd of Church Street, 
Mountain Ash, pleaded guilty to a breach of the 
Work at Height regulations and Reporting of Injuries 
Regulations, as the incident was not reported to 
HSE. The company was fined a total of £15,000 and 
ordered to pay £1,118 in costs. 

HSE Inspector Hayley Healey, speaking after the 
hearing, said: “Mr Gore has suffered a great deal of 
pain and life-changing injuries. As a single parent of 
two young children, one of whom he has custody for, 
his life has changed dramatically. 

“This was a totally needless incident which could 
have been avoided if Mills Scaffold Company had 
ensured a safe system of work had been in place. 
And it was their responsibility to make sure trained 
workers were used on the scaffolding. There is 
plenty of industry guidance available about safely 
dismantling scaffolding. 

“If simple methods of work had been followed, 
levels of competency checked and good supervision 
in place on site, this work could have been carried 
out safely. 

“Ealls from height remains one of the most 
common causes of fatalities and major injuries in the 
construction industry, with more than five incidents 
every day.”

Charles and Camilla 
heading for the 
Vale and Pencoed! 


NEXT Tuesday (July 1), 
royal watchers will be out 
in force as Prince Charles 
and Camilla, Duchess of 
Cornwall, will be making 
three visits to the Vale and 
Bridgend county borough. 

The day starts with a visit to the 
newly-restored Galilee Chapel in 
Llantwit Major, which now holds 
one of the most important 
collections of Celtic Christian 
stones in the UK. 

The royal party are expected to 
stay for an hour. A walkabout 
through the old section of the town 
is planned, but no details have 
been released yet. 

The next stop for Charles and 
Camilla is Dyffryn House and 
Gardens. 

Prince Charles last visited the 


house in 2007. Since then, the 
National Trust has taken over the 
running of the house, and a major 
restoration project is under way. 

Following that visit, Charles 
and Camilla will attend separate 
engagements. 

While the Duchess visits the 
Welsh War Memorial in Cardiff, 
The Prince of Wales will tour 
Sony’s Bridgend factory. 

The company was particularly 
keen for the Prince to revisit the 
plant since he played a key role in 
bringing the factory to Wales in 
the first place. 

In 1972, while on tour to Japan, 
he met Akio Morita and suggested 
to him the idea of establishing a 
Sony plant in Wales. 

Two years later, the original 
factory was opened, and since 
then it has provided considerable 


employment opportunities in the 
area, with 340 people currently 
directly employed by Sony. 

There are four main areas of 
business at the Sony UK 
Technology Centre - the 
manufacture of high-quality 
broadcast and professional 
cameras and camera systems, 
Sony’s main UK and European 
Customer Service and Repairs 
Centre and third-party contract 
manufacturing which includes the 
Raspberry Pi, a credit card sized 
mini-computer. 

It also has a Business 
Incubation Centre, which now 
houses 34 related start-ups who 
are able to access specialist 
support services, employing 
approximately 260 people who are 
based at the Sony UK Technology 
Centre.

IN MY SPA HEAVEN!

PICNICS, pies and 
pests - just some of 
the things we 
should all, 
apparently, be 
commemorating 
this month! I do a 
monthly broadcast 
with the delightful 
and marvellously 
maverick Eleri 
Sion on Radio 
Wales, looking at 
various awareness 
and celebration 
days. 

This month includes 
National Picnic Week, 
National Insect Week 
and the glorious British 
Mud Week (hence the 
pies). 

In previous months, 
we’ve discussed the 
merits of National 
Tooth Fairy Day 
(whimsy incarnate). 
National Pig Day (the 
alternative to St David’s 
Day) and the utterly 
fabulous Lumpy Rug 
Day (don’t ask). 

I have, inadvertently, 
become Wales’ leading, 
self-proclaimed 
eventologist and am 
revelling in my new¬ 
found designation. 

Each day in the Sarll 
household is a 
smorgasbord of weird 
and wacky celebrations. 
Such fun. 

May 16, however, 
was one of my absolute 
favourites. In case you 
had somehow missed 
this FAD (Fun-filled 
Awareness Day), it was, 
in fact. National 
Massage Day. 

At a time when a 
leading therapist. Gill 
Tree, is calling for 
massage to be available 
nationwide on the 
NHS - and as someone 
who enjoys the 
occasional remedial 
session, with Porthcawl 


mobile masseuse and 
therapist, Vicky 
Williams, I popped off 
to two of our leading 
spa centres in Bridgend 
and the Vale, to sample 
the benefits of this 
time-honoured 
treatment, practised by 
the ancient Egyptians as 
far back as 2330 BC. 

First stop was the 
Vale Resort Spa at 
Hensol, set in, says the 
website, ‘650 acres of 
private countryside’. 
Cruising up the 
sweeping driveway, 
amongst greenery so 
verdant and bucolic, I 
thought I had landed the 
lead role in Tamara 
Drewe, I already felt 
relaxed. 

A good start, I 
mused, to this most 
arduous of assignments. 
Taking the plunge 
(apologies) into this 
carefree, other-world of 
no-stress, floatiness and 
relaxation rooms (the 
Vale boasts three, 
including a slumber 
zone with lanterns and 
quilts - bliss!), I began 
with a quick dip in the 
shimmering, Grecian- 
style 20 metre pool, 
which I had virtually to 
myself. 

Mental note: 
weekday lunchtimes are 
a good time to visit. A 
few minutes in the 
steam room and sauna, 
where I could feel the 
previous day’s 
chocolate brownie 
melting away, then up 
the spiral stairway to 
(spa) Heaven. 

I was greeted at the 
reception, by a smiling 
therapist (one of 40), all 
crisply clad in white, 
looking exquisitely 
clean, buffed and 
professional, next to my 
still-dripping, rather 
bedraggled figure. 

She introduced 
herself as Natalie

Davies and showed me 
to the changing rooms, 
where I slipped on the 
ubiquitous white, fluffy 
robe, then waddled 
(thick towelling is not 
exactly catwalk) 
through a dimly-lit, 
sweet-smelling maze of 
corridors towards one 
of the 19 treatment 
rooms. 

Natalie explained 
that it was the Sundari 
room, which is where 
they carry out the 
Indian massage 
treatments. Their 
Sundari Odati massage 
was named the Most 
Marvellous Massage in 
the UK by the Good 
Spa Guide in 2012, 
which also awarded the 
Spa the deliciously-apt 
‘5 bubble’ rating. I 
knew I was in good 
hands. 

‘Sundari’ is actually 
the Bengali word for 
‘beautiful’ - and the 
room itself lived up to 
its name. The smell of 
enticing oils. Aplushly 
covered bed, in rich 
Eastern colours and a 
Buddha placed on top. 

A Sundari treatment 
is tailored to an 
individual’s ‘dosha’ or 
mind-body condition, of 
which there are, 
apparently three types: 
vata, pitta and kapha. I 
am apparently a mixture 
of vata and pitta, which 
basically means I am a 
stressed-out, frantic, 
whippet of a woman, 
who never sits still. 

Spot on. Natalie then 
explained that she was 
actually going to give 
me a Swedish full-body 
massage that day. The 
name was immaterial. 

I succumbed 
instantly and climbed 
on to the inviting bed. 

Dimmed lighting, a 
warm blanket to soften 
my crunchy, knotted 
bones and the ambience 
of an Indian temple. 

Had I had the energy, I 
would have pinched 
myself. 

Instead, I lay, being 
firmly massaged and 
deknotted by Natalie’s 
expert hands (and 
forearms?), with 
comforting Clarins oils, 
while I silently dribbled 
onto the fluffy, 
towelling pillow 
(apologies to laundry 
staff at the Vale). 

Seriously, it really 
was the most 
exquisitely relaxing 
experience and 
restorative by the 
bucket load. I did take 
some mid-massage pics 
of me (selfies. Gosh, I 
am so down with the 
kids), but I really do 
look quite demented 
with my oily hair and 
nose too close to the 
camera, so decided that 
an after-pic, fully- 
clothed, would have to 
do. 

Me with Natalie and 
me with my other new 
bezzie, Buddha. I start 
dribbling again just 
thinking about it. 

Debbie Searle, spa 
operations manager, 
was keen to point out 


the range that the Spa 
offers: “There are over 
50 treatments to choose 
from, with prices for 
massages ranging from 
£33 upwards. There are 
also many day 
packages. One of our 
best offers is the 
Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoon 
package - ‘Me Time’ 
and ‘Chill 

‘n’Chocolate’ . Both 
include lunch, a 55 
minute aromatherapy 
massage and afternoon 
tea and cakes”. 

Mmmm. 

Lindsey Gibson, 
membership advisor at 
the Vale Health Club, 
reminds me that this 
month, they are offering 
the first month free for 
family memberships: 
“The club boasts just 
under 3,000 members 
and as well as the 
vibrant spa facilities 
and treatments, there is 
a state-of-the-art gym 
and 80 plus classes on 
offer, ranging from 
Zumba to outdoor 
fitness, to those who 
take up membership. 

“And, of course, we 
have our two golf 
courses. Monthly 
memberships start at 
£59”. Debbie points 
out that it is possible to 
access spa treatments 
without becoming a 
member. I, for one, 
can’t wait to return. 

A few weeks later, 
still feeling replenished 
from the Vale 
experience, I drove 
slightly closer to home 
(for me) to the 
encouragingly named 
Tranquility Spa at the 
Virgin Active Club in 
Bridgend. 

Set in slightly less 
inviting surroundings, 
on the edge of Waterton 
Retail Park, just off the 
dual carriageway, the 
club is, nevertheless, 
extremely inviting once 
inside, consistent with a 
smaller venue - a cosy 
feel. 

With an arguably 
younger ‘vibe’ than the 
Vale, the facilities are 
just as impressive. 

There is an equally 
well-equipped gym and 
up to 70 classes a week, 
including Bootcamp 
Circuits, Dance 
Aerobics, Burn 360 
(ouch) and the much- 
gentler sounding 
Mature Movers. With 
an old hip injury, I 
know which one, if any, 
I would manage. 
Thankfully, no classes 
were on the menu for 
me for this assignment. 
Phew. 

I had already spoken 
to my therapist on the 
phone, a bubbly, chirpy 
young woman by the 
very apt name of 
Shelley Stones (hot 
stones massage? 
Perfect!) and she was 
there to greet me on my 
arrival, as perky and 
amiable in the flesh. 

A much smaller spa 
than the Vale, with just 
three treatment rooms 
and one spray tan room, 
the club as a whole

nevertheless boasts an 
equally impressive 
2,000 plus members, 
but it was quiet when I 
was there - again, just 
after lunch. This is the 
time to go, chaps, if you 
don’t work nine to five. 

Shelley, one of three 
therapists, gave me my 
robe - just as fluffy! - 
and I replicated my Vale 
experience by starting 
off with a gentle swim. 

I was the only one in 
the pool: perfect. 

Stopping for breath 
after a few lengths, I 
optimistically asked the 
lifeguard how many 
lengths I’d need to 
swim to make a mile. 
“Sixty four”, was the 
cheery response. 

I fell somewhat {for 
somewhat, read 
drastically) short of that 
mark, wanting, of 
course, to leisurely soak 
up the atmosphere... A 
few moments in the 
blissful whirlpool, 
followed by the muscle- 
relaxing sauna and I felt 
ready to be pampered. 

Shelley took me into 
Room 1 (images of 
Winston Smith in 
Orwell’s 1984, flashed 
before my eyes - I was 
glad we weren’t on the 
first floor...), a dimly-lit 
haven, with gentle wafts 
of relaxing scents 
permeating the air. I 
felt instantly de- 
stressed. No Buddha 
this time, but just as 
welcoming. Shelley 
asked me to smell two 
different Espa oils, to 
find out which one 
suited my personality 
and needs. Not 
surprisingly, I gravitated 
towards the one which 
would relax me. 

“You can tell by your 
choice what your body 
needs” said Shelley 
authoritatively, “and 
you are clearly 
stressed”. I lay face 
down on the betowelled 
bed (why aren’t our 
own towels ever so 
fluffy?) and popped my 
head into the oval hole 
at the top, resisting the 
urge to gum and 
awaiting my second 
dose of nirvana. I was 
not disappointed. 

A firm sweep up and 
down my back and I 
was instantly in the 
Land of Dribble. By 
the time Shelley got to 
my legs - one of the 
best leg massages I 
have ever had, using 


firm, twisting motions - 
I had been utterly 
transported. 

This time, I also felt 
that Shelley was using 
her full forearm and 
elbows for part of the 
back massage, which 
offered, as in the Vale, a 
deep - and deeply 
satisfying - result. The 
final head massage was 
so good, I swear I 
gmnted. The same 
”aah” moment that you 
get when you bite into a 
firm chunk of choccy. 
Heavenly. 

Prices for massage 
treatments start from 
£23.40 with a 10 per 
cent reduction for club 
members. “Club 
membership” says 
membership coordinator 
Rhys Webb, “comes at 
£49.95 a month for 
individuals and there is 
no joining fee. July 
comes free if you join 
this month”. 

Both experiences left 
me feeling utterly 
relaxed - blissfully 
blobby, in fact. For me, 
an hour’s massage is the 
sensual, therapeutic 
equivalent of a week’s 
holiday - and clearly a 
good deal cheaper. 

In the wake of 
National Massage Day, 

I am fully supportive of 
the motion being 
proposed to get 
massage on the NHS, 
although there are

clearly more pressing 
issues to be dealt with 
regarding the NHS in 
Wales at the moment. 

As someone with 
ongoing muscular- 
skeletal problems 
(breaking a hip is one 
of the most serious 
bones one can break), I 
know how helpful this 
type of treatment - 
carried out by 
professionals - can be. 

The benefits of 
regular massage are 
legion: it can help or 
prevent physical and 
emotional stress, raise 
self esteem, help 
minimise the symptoms 
of many disorders and 
assist recovery from 
treatment and surgery. 


I will definitely be 
booking a few more 
treatments. All I need 
now is a free day, when 
I am not celebrating Be 
Nice To Nettles Day 
(honestly), Rubber 
Eraser Day and, my all- 
time favourite, Don’t 
Step On A Bee Day 
(July 10). 

Life can, indeed, be 
very sweet.

this Vale market 
town at its very 
best. 

Cowbridge has 
always been a town 
which encourages the 
visitor to wander its 
nooks and crannies, 
discovering niche 
businesses, as well as 
the many quirky 
architectural features 
that illustrate its 
fascinating history. 

In the summer, much 
of the early season 
planting that goes on 
around the town is now 
in full bloom, and it 
means that attractive 
vistas can be found just 
around any comer. 

Similarly, many of 
the town’s pubs, cafes 
and restaurants have 
outside areas, so 
alfresco dining 
becomes an attractive 
option - or perhaps 
simply a relaxing 
coffee in the open air, 
watching the world go 
buy! 

Cowbridge is justly 
proud of its market 
town traditions. The 
livestock market still 
takes place every 
Tuesday, and that 
market area is available 
for free parking for the 
other six days of the 


week. In fact, civic 
pride is much in 
evidence in the town. 

Townsfolk are proud 
of the mix of shops - 
from high-end 
boutiques to stores that 
sell everyday 
essentials - and from 
distinctive items for the 
home to traders who 
sell jewellery and arts 
and crafts. 

The town’s civic 
pride is best 
exemplified by the 
remarkable 
transformation that 
volunteers achieved to 
create the Physic 
Garden. 

From what was an 
overgrown abandoned 
nursery, a fascinating 
walled garden has been 
created, featuring 
plants grown for 
medicinal purposes. 

When the garden 
was first opened, 
visitors were warned 
that, because plants 
which were introduced 
to the UK in the 200 
years or so would not 
be grown in the garden, 
it would have the effect 
of excluding quite a 
number of colourful 
strains. 

Well, as the photo on 
this page, taken this 
week shows, there is 
plenty of floral colour 
there - and elsewhere 
around the town! 

All year round, 
Cowbridge has much to 
offer the visitor, and its 
relaxing atmosphere 


makes a welcome 
change from the hustle 
and bustle of certain 
alternative shopping 
centres - and the 
parking is free. 

If you want to head

Glamorgan Trading 
Standards officers 
are warning 
residents of a scam 
involving calls 
offering to reduce 
council tax bills. 

Callers claim to be 
able to do this as the 
house may be in the 
wrong band. They also 
say refunds can be 
claimed for previous 
overpayments. 

They request payment 
details to process a £50 
upfront fee to open the 
file, but the council 
warns: “Residents 
should be aware that if 
their property is in the 
wrong band it can be 
corrected, free of charge, 
by contacting the 
Valuation Office on 
03000 505505. 

“ In addition, some of 
the properties involved 
were in the lowest priced 
band ‘A’ and could not 
possibly have bills 
reduced. 

“It is not clear 
whether any reduction is 
ever obtained for 
residents, but the 


scammers are then in 
possession of important 
bank or credit card 
details.” 

Principal Trading 
Standards Officer 
Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey commented: 
“Vale residents are urged 
to refrain from offering 
important data such as 
bank details to anyone, 
unless they are 
completely sure that it is 
safe to do so. 

“If you are in any 
doubt or you require 
information relating to 
your council tax 
account, you are advised 
to contact the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council Tax 
Section on 01446 
700111.” 

Residents who have 
already given their 
account details over the 
phone are advised to 
contact their banks as 
soon as possible. 

If you believe you’ve 
received a similar call, 
report it to Citizens ’ 
Advice, on 08454 04 05 
06. This information is 
immediately sent to the 
council’s Trading 
Standards service.

This year has also seen 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council continuing its 
collaboration with Barry 
Town Council and I am 
pleased to report that the 
mobile library service 
that has been established 
between us has had a 
very good start and been 
extremely successful. 

I hope that this will go 
from strength-to-strength 
and encourage more 
collaboration with other 
town and community 
councils. 

Our partnership work 
continues with Barry 
Town Council, along 
with the Eields in Trust 
and Royal British 
Legion, in putting 
together a joint venture 
to create a community 
garden with meaning at 
Cemetery Approach, 


which will provide areas 
for play as well as quiet 
reflection and turn it into 
a Centenary Community 
Garden. It is proposed to 
dedicate the redeveloped 
land as a Centenary 
Eield, which aims to 
dedicate a recreational 
space in commemoration 
of the millions of people 
who lost their lives in 
World War One and other 
conflicts too. 

Both councils are keen 
to move forward with the 
project and are seeking 
additional funding via 
the Armed Eorces 
Community Covenant 
Grant scheme to create a 
relaxing and pleasant 
space for local people, as 
well as visitors to the 
cemetery. 

On the theme of 
collaboration, we are also 
very close to having a 
joint service with both 


Cardiff and Bridgend 
Councils on providing a 
regionalised regulatory 
service for 

environmental health, 
trading standards and 
licensing. 

This will provide a 
single service across the 
three councils with a 
single management 
structure and I believe it 
will be a very reliable 
resilient service and will 
pave the way to 
strengthening this 

important local 

government public 
protection service. 

I am also very pleased 
to confirm that after 
many months of 

discussions between 
myself, cabinet member 
Coun Gwyn John and 
officers, we have agreed 
to look at a feasibility 
study into installing a 
3G-pitch at Jenner Park. 

Now that the 

clubhouse is in council 
control, we can consider 
developing the site 
comprehensively, 
including adding parking 
provision. 

We expect to make a 
final decision this year, 
but in the meantime, we

a trier in Mamma 
Mia, there have 
been plenty 
gracing cinemas. 

The latest of these 
has the added allure of 
being directed by Clint 
Eastwood - Jersey 
Boys. It tells the story 
of the rise of four young 
men from the wrong 
part of town (played by 
John Lloyd Young, 

Erich Bergen, Vincent 
Piazza and Michael 
Lomenda) who become 
Frankie Valli and The 
Four Seasons, and how 
their upbringing brings 
them closer together as 
their fame increases, 
and then tears them 
apart... 

Some musicals 
weave songs into the 
narrative as a way of 
expressing characters’ 
thoughts and 
motivations, but Jersey 
Boys takes a different 
path. This telling of the 
rise, fall and reunion of 
Frankie Valli and the 
Four Seasons interjects 
their music organically 
into proceedings, 
whether it be a 
recording session or live 
performance, which 


gives it a more 
straightforward feel, 
less like a musical and 
more like a dramatic 
recounting of events 
with songs thrown in. 

Cinematically, it’s a 
concept that works - 
particularly given that 
it’s based on true 
events - so the 
hullabaloo that Clint 
Eastwood would be 
directing a musical is 
something of a fallacy; 
instead he brings a 
stylish sheen and 
cinematic sensibility to 
what proves to be an 
entertaining, if slightly 
undercooked and 
cursory, look at one of 
the 1960s’ most 
impressive acts. 

Its narrative form is 
not unlike your 
traditional cautionary 
story of the rise and fall 
of a group of 
individuals who seemed 
to have it all, only for 
egos and success to get 
in the way. The film 
doesn’t deviate from 
this path to any great 
deal, and as such feels 
like an overview of the 
band and the individuals 
within, rather than 
digging deep into their 


history. Unsurprisingly, 
given his producer’s 
credit, Valli comes out 
of it the best, an honest, 
honourable man trying 
to do his best but 
struggling against the 
power of the band and 
his home life. 

The rest of the 
characters aren’t quite 
given the ‘warts ‘n all’ 
treatment, as the film 
never really delves too 
deeply, but they don’t 
come out of it as 
sweetly as the singer. 

The performances 
can’t help but feel 
somewhat stagey 
(especially as the main 
four were all in the 
stage show), but they 
aren’t too bad. 

John Lloyd Young 
lacks charisma, but has 
a tremendous voice, 
Michael Lomenda and 
Erich Bergen do a 
decent job with their 
roles, while Vincent 
Piazza shines the 
brightest as the money- 
haemorrhaging Tommy, 
the actor having perhaps 
the showiest role. 

Christopher Walken’s 
small role as a man the 
band can turn to when 
things get slightly 


treacherous is notable 
only for how much 
Walken is simply 
playing himself, but he 
adds levity when 
required. 

This film is probably 
the biggest anomaly yet 
on Clint Eastwood’s 
directorial CV, yet the 
veteran director, a man 
not known, on the 
surface, for his love of 
Broadway musicals, 
offers a film that looks 
visually stylish (the 
slightly hazy visual 
period feel riffing on his 
work with Changeling) 
and coasts along with 
easy-going charm. 

He also transposes 
the film’s stage roots by 
giving the film a sense 
of scope (keep an eye 
for the end credit 
sequence which is a 
wonderful blend of 
stage and screen) and 
while it doesn’t touch 
his best work it’s 
nothing to be sniffed at. 

What is lacking is 
any real substance; the 
story is intriguing and 
interesting (who knew 
how important Joe Pesci 
was to the formative 
group, for example) but 
feels a little sanitised, a

NO, NOT AGAINr 

W ELSH frustration could be felt 
all the way from Nelspruit to 
Nantymoel, as a truly 
monumental effort to claim an elusive 
South African scalp, was agonisingly 
denied by a penalty try awarded in the 
dying minutes of Saturday’s pulsating 
second test. 

And what a superb effort it was - as 
Warren Gatland’s team, showing only two 
changes from the limp side ruthlessly 
crushed in the 38-16 first test defeat at 
Durban just the week before, were suddenly 
transformed into a potent attacking force - 
and this time the boot was on the other foot, 
with the vaunted ’Boks desperately 
scrambling to stay on terms straight from 
the kick-off. 

Head coach Gatland had been under 
pressure from a passionate nation of three 
million rugby selectors and a strident media 
calling for wholesale Welsh changes after the 
first test horror show, but stood staunchly 
by his tried and tested squad - with only 
veteran Adam Jones making way for young 
Samson Lee at tight head and flanker Josh 
Turnbull coming in to add more breakdown 
muscle on the problem open-side. 

The players rewarded the 
Kiwi’s faith in full with a remarkable, all¬ 
round team performance that must surely 
rank as one of their most commanding and 
convincing of recent years - and certainly 
didn’t deserve the heartbreak of a 31-30 
defeat - after having led all the way for all 
but four minutes to full time. 

Little wonder that a visibly disappointed 
Gatland confessed afterwards that it was 
probably the toughest defeat of the whole of 
his coaching career, adding - ^WVe are 
absolutely gutted”. 

He refused to blame referee Steve Walsh 
(no stranger to controversy) for awarding 
the last ditch penalty try, after ruling that 


Wales fullback Liam Williams had 
prevented a certain touchdown in the corner 
with an illegal shoulder charge tackle on 
Springbok wing Cornal Hendricks. 

The resulting straightforward conversion 
bang in front of the posts clinched an 
unlikely one-point victory for the mightily- 
relieved South Africans - their 26th in 28 
matches between the two. Wales have only 
won once with one match drawn, both at 
home. 

“/t was a big improvement on the first test. 
We had worked very hard and I am proud of 
the turnaround... But we just weren^t quite 
good enough,” Gatland summed up 
candidly. 

Mind you, that certainly did not seem to 
be the case for the bulk of the 80 minutes, 
for in complete contrast to the Durban no- 
show, this time it was a far more purposeful 
and dynamic Wales who started off with real 
intent. 

A revitalised Mike Phillips shrugged off 
pre-match media speculation that his place 
was under serious threat, to lead the way 
with trademark charges upfield from the 
base of the scrum, and wing Alex Cuthbert 
also showed a heartening appetite to get 
involved as the Welsh attack suddenly 
remembered how good it is and slipped 
smoothly into gear. 

The intense pressure told, forcing the 
startled Springboks into uncharacteristic 
errors. Outside half Dan Biggar, who had 
failed with an earlier penalty attempt, then 
made no mistake to put Wales 3-0 ahead. 

His opposite number, Morne Steyn, failed 
to level the score when Wales were penalised 
but the tourists then had a purple handling 
patch with the predatory Cuthbert again 
highly prominent - first giving a try-scoring 
pass to Jamie Roberts and then rounding off 


a flowing team movement with a try of his 
own. Both were converted by Biggar to give 
Wales a 17-0 lead with just 22 minutes gone. 

If the stunned Springboks had expected 
the second test to follow a similar pattern to 
the first hopelessly one-sided affair, they 
now realised that such complacency was 
misplaced, and that the rampant men in red 
were no longer the easy pushover of a week 
before. It stung them into action... 

Suddenly, it was Wales scrambling in 
frantic defence on their own line and the 
purple patch was replaced by the red mist of 
indiscipline, when in the space of four 
minutes, first Luke Charteris was handed a 
yellow card, and then Biggar was also sent 
to the sin bin - and a penalty try awarded - 
reducing the tourists to 13 men against one 
of the top three sides in the world, and 
threatening a mortal blow to Welsh hopes. 

As it was, just as in the previous week, 
when Jamie Roberts spent 10 minutes in the 
sin bin, it proved costly - for the hitherto 
back-pedalling South Africans hit back with 
a second converted touchdown for a haul of 
14 points - exactly as was the case in 
Durban - at a stroke reducing the Welsh 
lead to three points and making the halftime 
score 14-17. 

It could, of course, have been much worse 
and with Wales thankfully restored to their 
full complement, they resumed their all-out 
offensive after the interval - and were 
rewarded when hooker Ken Owens forced 
his way over near the posts for Biggar to 
add the easy conversion. 

Steyn promptly hit back with a penalty, 
but when the increasingly desperate South 
Africans were again penalised, Biggar 
slotted over to further widen the score-line 
to 17-27. 

When inspirational skipper Alun Wyn 


Jones was taken out in the air {which surely 
on consistency grounds alone should have 
brought a red card, for it was potentially a far 
more serious incident than Welsh skipper Sam 
Warburton^s red card dismissal in the Rugby 
World Cup), Wales seemed to be heading for 
that historic win at long last - with the 
scoreboard now amazingly reading 17-30. 

Then with just eight minutes remaining to 
the final whistle, lurking danger man Willie 
le Roux, who had tormented Wales in the 
first test at Durban, struck again, gliding 
sinuously through for a try converted by 
Steyn, to narrow the margin to six points at 
24-30. 

Now with time fast running out, both sides 
knew that just one converted Springbok try 
would yet decide the outcome of a match 
that for so long had not seemed in doubt. 

And so it proved, with the dramatic 
scenes at the end, as the referee ignored 
Alun Wyn’s protests and ran to the posts to 
award the second penalty try that finally 
sank their hopes. There was a strong sense 
of deja vu, as not for the first time Wales had 
seen a big southern hemisphere scalp slip 
tantalisingly through their fingers, just when 
they thought it was within their grasp. 

The bitterly disappointed Welsh camp 
could be forgiven for giving way to despair, 
knowing that if the situation had been 
reversed, there was no way a southern 
hemisphere side would have failed to close 
out a match after building a 30-17 lead, with 
the clock counting down to the final 
minutes. 

It has been an all too familiar story in 
recent years, and Gatland’s concern is 
understandable, with the Rugby World Cup 
starting to loom on the distant horizon. 

However, Nelsprit has confirmed his belief 
that, despite all the turbulence and 
distractions on and off the field that have 
plagued Welsh rugby recently, he still has a 
highly-competitive squad fully capable of 
mounting a realistic challenge in 2015.
